In any of tliu 
Pueblo dtles you will find tho groni, 
dark eagles, cllher luthered upon tho 
houselops or penned In liltlo corrals 
of cedar, and religiously teiidi'd. 

'rite rnehio iuinler always has ni;ir- 
veloiia luck if ho carries wilit him a 
tiny stone imsgo of a coyote with a 
tiny arrowhead losbod to his side. 

'i'liough nominally converted lo Ca- 
tholicism, llie Pneblos are still secrel 
bnl ardvnl lire- worshipers. The snake, 
too, is sacred III them, and you will 
liiid Ils syuibullo coils in tlioir rock 
senlpttires nud on their quolnt sliver 
jewelry. Some Pueblo towns used to 
keep each an enormous snake in a 
closed room, and fed it with ehtldven.

It liad a snake uf 
enormuas site, kept In a room whusu 
doors and windows were walled u|k 
III tho roof wns a small hole, sealed 
witii n bonvy, lint roeli.

"Von never .~aw the iirtistio wqr ths 
Nevada wolves woiilil round op the 
jack-rabhits, I suppose," remarked 
Joseph Uranilelniyer. llio old-time Ne- 
vnilan. "It is tho cleverest bit of 
strategy 1 ever lieai il of. Thero aro 
noveral kinds of wolves all through 
the ijsale. bnt the coyotes are by far 
Ihe pluutiost. In the lluiuboldl. 
Smoky nnd other valleys the coyotes 
form In n military lino, ottlmes along 
soma old road, as I have most fre- 
quontly seen them, and tliiis system- 
atically go on a regular drive. 

■'They stretch out over a great area 
of counlry, tliecoyotesboingstatloncd 
somnwlioro near a mile apart. O.ioo 
thoy get sight of a Jack-rabbit hit name 
is lioiinis. Ilo may take to tho sago- 
brush and elude tiio coyotes for a 
tlino. I'lfty or a liumlred coyotes can 
thus In a short time riiko In a leri iliie 
lot of rabbits. If ilio coyotes aro 
hungry it Is uboiit llie rarest sport one 
can witness. Tboy go ni tbe hunt wilh 
so much ardor aud with auoh perfool 
systouL 

"A coyoto on his own necoiiiit ran 
nsually fi rage suceossliilly lor fo uL 
Ilo is sly, like a fox. and always iviih 
an eye enl for No. 1 be generally has 
his belly fnll and loU ot tat slicking 
to his ribat bat it the weather bas boon 
biwl nnd be gets eeparated troni his 
lellows on a vernnnnltoHng tour he 
may hnve a hnnl lime nf It 

'lu Ihe sago %rush n Jack rabbit oan 
nonernlly manage to elude a coyote. 
Ha enii get in and out qnielter, while 
tho coyote, being bigger, ia deligrad 
bv the brush and don't got lo and out 
ll'kn a rabbit, 

"Hat after a lot of hungry wolves 
bavo held a council of war and de- 
ciiled to go nn a hunt. It Is time f <r 
tlio rabbits to hunt their boles. Hiere 
IS alwaja mnalo in tha air abont that 
tlm4 and the weird howla of tha 
wolves sound Ilka a distant rovills. 

"The rabbits seem to understand 
the situation, too. and scamper hlthor 
ami iliitlier ovortho plains and rolling 
hills. It is uol long. Iiowovor, till tho 
wolvsa manhal luolr torea*. They 
begin by making a wide detonr over 
tbo biil^ •lessoning tha also of tlio 
circle as tliey advance, and boMIng 
all the rabbils they got in as skillfully 
as a hshorman handles his seine. 

"Tho Jack -rabbits aro all of a trem- 
ble when Ibew see bow thoir enemies 
have them hedged abont and juaip 
helplessly Into the air and utter pitiful 
cries. Tho wolves nieroly xvateb tho 
sides warily and look on rlndlctively, 
with tongues lolling out through thoir 
white tootli, and eyes sparkling, ox- 
preuive ot Ibe knowledge that tlioy 
will aeon have some fine eattngi 

"As tho wo'.vosdraw noaror together 
tho quick sna|i, snap of their jaws Is 
hoard as they snip tho throats of their 
victims, and thoy fall dead from 
loss ot biouiL When every 
rabbit Is killed tiie coyotes sit 
down on tbsirhaunchosto a veryoom- 
forlablo banquet, and never let np 
until thoy hnve taken abonni so much 
rabbit meal that they can liar'lly silr. 
Then thoy slow ly iin-amler olT to their 
homos, wherever liicy may lie, and if 
thoro Is a lot of i alibil meat loft, ns 
thoro may bo. they put in nu npiwar- 
ance again at stated IntorvaU, until 
tho whole Is consninod. 

"After n lot of coyotes have had a 
talk, so to speak, anddocldod to goon 
a hnnt, they will sninotiinos go to a 
rough region, wlioio thoy know the 
rabbits nbonuil, ami lay siege for them 
in nnothor wny. Certain Inrlgades 
will clamber uiion the high roeka and 
hill-tops siirronmling a canyon and 
drive tlie game ilowu into the depths 
below, other rel.iys of wolves having 
previously been placed at the onlrnnco 
and at tbo woak piaoos. Thoy often- 
linies get a groat many into a canyon 
in this way and thus speedily finish 
tlicm. Il is gem rally in Ihn very oarly 
morning that ilie coyotes sound thoir 
rovoiilo nnd go aflor tho rabbits."-*
